'.v;is  tons  past  10  p.m.  one  bliz- 
lanly  night  this  January,  so

long  after  dawn  these  days 
lights  wink  on  in  some  thous- 
and homes  in  and  around 
town.

Monday  through 
Friday,  go  forth  to  work  in 
some  fair,  distant  city  until 
well  after  dark,  they  come 
riding  home  again  —  only  to 
head  out  on  another's  Bay's 
turnabout  in  less  than  12 
hours.

In  Walnut  Lane  Area.  Re- 
vised plans  for  the  Walnut 
Lane  property  where  the  Bor- 
ough wants  to  build  its  new- 
school  were  laid  before  the 
Township  Planning  Board  at 
a  special  meeting  Tuesday 
DighL 

No  decision  was  reached.

tersection. 

•  A  continuation  of  Cuyot 
Avenue  through  from  Walnut 
to  Linden  Lane.  Both  streets 
would  be  paid  for  jointly  by 
the  Board  of  Education  and 
the  present  property  owners.

Most  of  the  Township  resi- 
dents who  spoke  expressed 
concern  about  traffic  and  park, 
iog.  In  response  to  one  quest- 
ion, Gerald  Breese.  Planning 
Board  chairman  said.

About  70  persons,  including 
fhe  entire  Borough  Board  of 
Education  and  the  Borough  su- 
perintendent of  schools,  at- 
tended the  hearing.  At  its 
close.  Frank  P.  Ritchie,  law- 
yer for  Westminster  Choir  Col- 
lege, stressed  the  cooperation 
that  had  prevailed  among  all 
parties  to  the  question,  but 
there  was  tension  in  the  room 


Chester  Stroup,  Borough 
superintendent,  said  that 
about  15  cars  in  each  of  two 
kindergarten  sessions  at  Nas- 
sau Street  School  account  for 
most  of  the  transportation  of 
Borough  children  at  present. 
After  kindergarten,  transpor- 
tation falls  off  until  by  third  or 
fourth  grade,  most  children 
are  walkin  or  biking,  and  at 
Witherspoon  school,  most  chil- 
dren are  bike-riders,  Dr.

In  Spring  Pattern.  The  plea- 
sant idea  of  combining  crewel 
embroidery  and  knitting  has 
occurred  to  the  Vogue  Pat- 
tern Book  people  and  the  re- 
sult of  their  cogitation  appears 
this  spring  at  The  Knitting 
Shop.  Tuiane  Street. 

It  is,  to  start,  a  linen-cotton 
thread  which  you  knit  into  a 
sleeveless  shell.  White,  rose, 
yellow,  blue.  red.  After  you 
have  knit  your  shell,  you  take 
out  the  stamped  pattern  from 
the  crewel  knit,  and  you  begin 
to  embroider.  The  pattern,  a 
free  and  open  one  with  tradi- 
tional leaf-stem-flower  design, 
has  been  stamped  on  white 
organdy. 

With  the  kit,  you  have  crew- 
el yarn  in  gold-yellow,  rose- 
pink,  olive-avocado,  turquoise- 
powder  and  an  embroidery 
hoop.  Stitch  away,  then  appli- 
que your  flowered  white  or- 
gandy panel  to  the  front  and 
back  of  your  linen  knit  shell- 
Devastating. 

Of  course,  you  can  forget 
the  knitting  and  attach  the 
embroidered  panel  to  any  shell 
you  wish,  even  a  sewn  one 
made  of  cotton,  if  you  like.

The  English  are  also  res- 
ponsible for  a  thick,  tweedy 
yarn  to  use  for  dresses  or 
fuits.

In  crisp  language  that  matched  Bradley's  work 
on  the  court,  one  of  the  appraisals  said:  'He's  a  great 
all-around  offensive  player.  Fine  shooter,  tremendous 
passer,  excellent  moves.  Very  smart  Great  clutch  player 
and  team  leader.'
